Best Cash Crop. 
As a cash crop, alfalfa Is better 
than timothy , becau se the demand for 
alfalfu is g ood whereas the demand 
for timothy is poor. As alfalfa Is u sed 
more and more by feeders In reg ions 
where it cannot be produ ced cheaply , 
the demand probably will increase. 
Aside from the chances of market­ 
ing it at a profit, alfalfa has other 
adv antag es, the colleg e say s. 
It is 
hig h in protein and therefore can be 
su bstitu ted, in part, for hig h-proteln 
concentrates in feeding dairy cattle. 
The colleg e points ou t that alfalfa 
prices were g ood and New York g row­ 
ers fou nd it a profitable field crop 
ev en when the prices of mill feeds 
were low. If it was profitable to 
g row alfalfa then, it shou ld be still 
more profitable to g row it when the 
prices of mill feeds are hig her, for 
this shou ld stimu late the u se of al­ 
falfa. 
Sell Good Produ ct. 
Farmers who plan to produ ce al­ 
falfa to sell, howev er, shou ld be care­ 
fu l to offer only that which is free 
from weeds and other g rasses and 
which is well cu red. 
Mu ch New Y’ork 
alfalfa that is marketed u su ally has 
to be sold at a low price becau se it 
has poor q u ality . The colleg e adv ises 
farmers in sections adapted to the 
crop to g row more than they need 
at home and plan to sell only a g ood- 
q u ality produ ct.

Liv e Stock in Wood Lot 
Hinder Timber Growth 
The farm wood lot Is more v alu able 
as a produ cer of wood 
thaD as a pas- 
u re for liv e stcx dv , according to C. R. 
Tillotson, forester of the United States 
Department of Ag ricu ltu re. 
A y ejir’s 
forag e produ ction in the av erag e wood 
lot is estimated to be worth from 25 
cents to $1.25 an acre. 
In the same 
time a well-manag ed wood lot will add 
from one-half to one cord of wood. In 
addition there Is the conv enience of 
hav ing a su pply of cord wood, poles, 
posts and lu mber near at hand. 
Liv e stock eat and break down the 
y ou ng g rowth, bend it, strip it of bark, 
and tramp it ou t. 
Also by tramping 
the soil arou nd the roots of older trees 
they pack it so tig htly that air and 
water are ex clu ded from the roots, 
and the trees g radu ally die. Hog s eat 
the seeds of oak and beech and thu s 
interfere with the establishment of 
seedling s. 
Heav ily 
pastu red woods 
are easily recog nized; they are almost 
entirely dev oid of bu shy u nderg rowth, 
a sod g rass has beg u n to creep in, and 
the old trees are beg inning to die in 
the tops. 
Liv e stock u ndou btedly benefit from 
the shelter afforded by woods. 
Two 
or three acres, howev er, will ordi­ 
narily g iv e them all the shelter they 
need; the remainder of the woods had 
better be fenced off to g row wood crop.

little wear o r hard weather it will be­ 
co me v isible.

The college points out that alfalfa 
prices were good and New York grow­ 
ers found it a profitable field crop 
even when the prices of mill feeds 
were low. 
If it was profitable to 
grow alfalfa then, it should be still 
more profitable to grow It when the 
prices of mill feeds are higher, for 
tills should stimulate the use of al­ 
falfa. 
Sell Good Product 
Farmers who plan to produce al­ 
falfa to sell, however, should be care­ 
ful to ofi'er only that which Is free 
from weeds and other grasses and 
which is well cured. 
Much New York 
alfalfa that Is marketed usually has 
to be sold at a low price because it 
has poor quality. 
The college advises 
farmers in sections adapted to tile 
crop to grow more than they need 
at home and plan to sell only a good- 
quulity product.

from one-half to one cord of wood. In 
addition there Is the convenience of 
having a supply of cord wood, poles, 
posts and lumber near at hand. 
Live stock eat and break down the 
young growth, bend it, strip It of bark, 
and tramp it out. 
Also by tramping 
the soil around the roots of older trees 
they pack It so tightly that air and 
water are excluded from the roots, 
and the trees gradually die. 
Hogs eat 
the seeds of oak and beech and thus 
interfere with the establishment of 
seedlings. 
Heavily 
pastured 
woods 
are easily recognized; they are almost 
entirely devoid of bushy undergrowth, 
a sod grass has begun to creep in, and 
the old trees are beginning to die In 
the tops. 
Live stock undoubtedly benefit from 
the shelter afforded by woods. 
Two 
or three acres, however, will ordi­ 
narily give them all the shelter they 
need; the remainder of the woods had 
better be fenced off to grow wood crop.

Quack Grass Is Killed 
by Covering With Paper 
Patches of quack grass are most 
easily killed by covering them with tar 
paper, says Matthew Fowlds at the 
South 
Dakota 
Agricultural 
college. 
Several experimental fields have been 
cleared by a four-yenr rotation of 
corn, oats, wheat and sweet clover 
I or a similar combination. 
As soon as 
j the sweet clover crop was harvested 
I the

1 Throughout the balance of the sura- 
I mer tile ground was frequently disked 
j and cultivated. 
Alfalfa has kept the 
weed from spreading but will not kill 
it In that state. 
In Michigan J. F. Cox at the agri­ 
cultural college advises very shallow 
plowing in August where whole fields 
are Infected. 
Then disk and cross 
disk to cut the sod into pieces. The 
roots can then he raked together and 
burned. 
As soon as rain cakes the 
ground run over the field with a 
spring tooth harrow or disk, repeat­ 
ing every ten days. 
The next spring 
plow’ as early as possible, seven to 
nine inches deep, aud plant a cultivat­ 
ed crop.

of a perm anent spot. T he reason for 
this is th a t mud will fasten Itself very 
securely to the finishing coat of the 
c ar as it dries.

with It and leaves an unprotected spot 
of color on the surface.
